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City Election Tuesday 
Seven Vie for Council 

About 1,500 Greenbelters are expected to trek to the polls 
ne£t Tuesday, September, 16, to cast their votes for the five city 
council members who will head the municipal government for 
the next two years. The three polling places at the Greenbelt 
Municipal Building (3rd precinct), North End Elementary School 
(6th precinct), and the Springhill Lake Community Center (8th 
precinct), will be open from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 


All five incumbents are seeking 
re-election. Mayor Richard Pilski, 
Gil Weidenfeld, Charles Schwan, 
Thomas X. White, and Richard 
Castaldi. Two other candidates 
competing for spots are Jack M. 
Queen and Virginia Moryadas. 
Biographies of the candidates ap¬ 
pear on page 4. 

Election Procedures 

All council members are elected 
at large. In order for a candidate 
to be elected, he must receive 40 
percent or more of the votes cast. 
„ If fewer than five candidates re¬ 
ceive such a vote, a run-off elec¬ 
tion will be held one week later 
on Tuesday, September 23. 

In the run-off election, the bal¬ 
lot will consist of those unsucces¬ 
sful candidates receiving the high¬ 
est number of votes, up to twice 
as many names as there are posi¬ 
tions to be filled. Candidates pol¬ 
ling the greatest number of votes 
are declared winners in the run¬ 
off election, regardless of the per¬ 
centage of votes received. 

The 40-percent requirement for 
election was introduced in 1967. 
Prior to that a majority vote was 
required, usually resulting in run¬ 
off elections. Since 1967, no run¬ 
offs have taken place. 

Each voter is entitled to vote for 
five candidates. Voting for fewer 
than five obviously increases the 
possibility of a run-off election. 

Registration Count 

The number of Greenbelters reg¬ 
istered to vote is 3,053, down 14% 
from the 3,568 registered in 1973. 
Only 54 percent of the registered 
voters cast ballots in 1973, with 
the highest percentages register¬ 
ed in North End (62%) and Cen¬ 
ter (59%). 

This year the Center precinct 
had 1,243 registrants; the North 
End precinct, 1,139; and the Spring¬ 
hill Lake precinct, 671. Springhill 
Lake had the greatest drop in 
registration — 33% from its 1973 
total of 997, North End had an 
11% drop, while Center had a 
4% drop. 

If all five council members are 
elected September 16, there will 
be an organizational meeting on 
Monday, September 22 (This meet¬ 
ing is set by charter. 

Upon being sworn in, the newly 
elected council members will choose 
the mayor. Although the charter

A total of 191 people finished the 
two-mile and the 15 kilometer 
(9.3) mile races held as part of 
the Greenbelt Labor Day Festival 
on Sunday, August 31. The weath¬ 
er was good for running the long¬ 
er race, but the lake path was 
wet and muddy. Seventeen Green¬ 
belters finished the two-mile 
which had 97 finishers, including 
some families, many women and 
children, with everyone receiving 
an award. The race was won by 
Paul Repavi in 10:11, a high school 
runner from Fairfax, Va. The first 
female was Dottie Rowe, 19, from 
Gaithersburg, Md., one of the best 
in the Washington area, who fin¬ 
ished 9th in 11:31. Andy Feeney 
(19) of North way was the first 
Greenbelter, finishing 4th in 11:01. 

The featured 15 kilometer race 
had a field of 94 finishers, and was 
won by A1 Naylor, former high 
school miler from Northwestern 
in 50:17,4, just 2 minutes and 32 
seconds behind the record set in 
1973 by Jack Fultz.

Fin¬ 
ally, councilman Thomas White 
stated that he wished to commend 
the people of Greenbelt for the 
warm response they have given to 
the family, and particularly the 
Scotts, Joe Mulvihill and Msgr. 
O’Donnell for their special efforts. 

Deferred Items 

Council then hastily moved 
through a number of items of 
business, most of which were de¬ 
ferred to the next elective coun¬ 
cil for final action. Three APB 
reports, relating to zoning map 
amendments for Cipriano proper¬ 
ty and the Beltway-Greenbelt pro¬ 
perty, and recommending against 
one-way traffic on Parkway Road, 
were accepted from the chairman, 
Donald Volk. 

Two ordinances relating to tax 
credits for the elderly and disabled 
were remanded for amendment to 
place them in conformity with 
county ceilings after Mrs. Green 
and Mr. Kendall, members of the 
audience, spoke of the confusion 
they were having between city 
and county forms and differeng 
rates for deductions. 

Other Action 

Council approved a bid award of 
$3,280.33 for a fifteen station cir¬ 
cuit trainer gym machine for the 
new Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center from the Atlantic Health 
and Fitness Products of Glen 
Burnie, Maryland. Council also 
deferred action on a request for 
a three year extension of lease 
by Gunner’s Mate, Inc. for the 
concession stand at the Lake Park 
and swimming pool. Jan Kuhn of 
Lakeview Circle thought council 
should let the park revert to a 
natural state which would offer 
less encouragement to outsiders 
to use it. She and members of the 
council stated that any questions 
they might have did not relate to 
the manner in which the conces¬ 
sions were operated by the Bow¬ 
mans which they felt was com¬ 
mendable. 

Council, on a motion by Schwan, 
approved a $100 contribution to 
the Young America group of St. 
Hugh’s to assist them in traveling 
to Florida where they will perform 
as one of the American History 
group selections of the Freedom 
Foundation. Mayor Pilski was also 
authorized to approach the Bicen¬ 
tennial Committee to act as spon¬ 
sor for the group. 

Council received a staff manning 
survey report and recommenda¬ 
tions from a committee of Green¬ 
belt Police Lodge #32, Sgt. Smith, 
Chairman. Also received was the 
resignation of James Gianfagna 
from APB. Giahfagna, who is mov¬ 
ing to Columbia, Md., was lauded 
for his efforts on behalf of the 
city. 

The meeting drew to a close with 
Mayor Pilski stating that he had 
derived a great deal of satisfac¬ 
tion from city affairs during the 
past two years, while Schwan 
thought everyone worked well to¬ 
gether. White also stated he had 
a rewarding first term and com¬ 
plimented the city staff “for nev¬ 
er causing me embarrassment 
because of the manner in which 
they performed their functions.” 
Castaldi also enjoyed his term and 
Weidenfeld thought that, despite 
differences at times, it had been 
a productive two years. 

Manager James Giese said that 
he wouldn’t try to compare this 
council with previous ones “par¬ 
ticularly with a former council¬ 
man sitting here taking notes for 
the News Review,” but felt that 
it had done a very steady and 
productive job. Finally, the Rev. 
Bucher stated that, after sitting 
through many council meetings, 
it is his conclusion that this coun¬ 
cil hes done a “great job in meet¬ 
ing the challenges of the past two 
years.” It was all rather nice.

NO RESERVES? 

Let us start with our operating reserves of $614,344 restricted for 
specific purposes as designated by our board of directors. 

Let the members in on this secret, give them a breakdown of 
expenses. They might object to paying $94,547 to buy back homes, 
and not selling them again. Those are frozen assets. Try to pay 
your taxes with that asset. 

The members might object to putting up the investment money 
for appliances etc. to make a few members happy. Can we afford 
to tie up $67,179 of your money? 

The members might object to an inventory high of $llf,500 
perhaps half in oil and get no credit for same. The members were 
charged for the oil left in the tanks at the end of the year. 

The frames should object to a $63,000 billing toward the mora 
torium in 1975, when only $11,623 was earmarked for same, with a 
possible $17,000 for boiler improvement. But the $301,000 for repair 
& maintenance may include that figure, (from U.S. INCOME TAX 
REPORT.) 

Our By-Laws allows the Board to use MONEY AVAILABLE — 
but as long as we have an outstanding loan at Suburban Trust of 
$585,000, there simply is no money AVAILABLE. The members 
should demand an accounting of that loan. 

The unrestricted reserves amount to $122„729. There has been e 
yearly increase for the frames of 10%, but this year they are payir 
17% without even knowing it. The frames are in the unique position ci 
paying for improvements they did not get, and may never get, un¬ 
less the members show some interest in how their money is being 
allocated by their board of directors. 

The board owes the members an explanation about a $245,000 
deposit in a local bank, not in treasury certificates, and marked as 
G.N.M.A. account. As only about $147,000 was left of the morator¬ 
ium money for heating improvements, where does the extra $100,000 
come from? 

Could it be the $94,547 repurchase of G.H.I, units covers that sum? 
This question should be most interesting to the membership. 

Some of the men manipulating your G.H.I. funds are presently 
asking for your vote as city council. (A good bedside manner does 
not necessarily make him a good doctor.) 

All figures are taken from Arthur Andersen 1974 audit or the 
1974 U.S. Income Tax Report.

At the Braden Field tennis 
courts the new coin-operated lights 
are now operating.

3. Housing for the Elderly 

The City Council has been considering the construction 
of rental apartment housing specially designed for elderly 
citizens. It has been determined that a low-interest mort¬ 
gage for 100% of the cost of construction and site acquisition 
can be obtained from the State of Maryland. The Federal 
Government (HUD) will provide rental supplements based 
upon ability to pay so that full rental rates sufficient to pay 
the mortgage, maintenance and operating expenses can be 
assured.
